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The 444th F.I.S. was activated on 16 February, 
1954, as a tenant unit at Charleston AFB, 
Charleston, S.C. At the present time the 444th 
FIS is accomplishing a change from F-86D's to 
the newer, more modern F-86L aircraft. 


The F-86L Sabre-Jet is a high-altitude, all- 
weather interceptor, equipped with radar and 
an electronic fire control system designed to 
seek and destroy a target under any weather 
condition, using twenty-four 2.75 "Mighty 
Mouse" high velocity rockets. It is capable of 
exceeding the speed of sound. 


Since activation, the 444th has taken an 
active part as an operational squadron under 
the Air Defense Command. It has participated 
in numerous Operational tests, three rocketry 
meets, and two squadron deployments. It is the 
winner of the coveted "A'' Award, given for 
outstanding operational readiness scores, This is 
the first time the award has been given in the 
Eastern Air Defense Force, and demonstrates 
the high rate of efficency present in the squad- 


ron. 


The 444th has deployed twice to Vincent 
AFB, Yuma Arizorna, for operational rocketry 
firing, and combat training and tactics, and on 
both occasions was found to be above average 
and highly satisfactory. 


While standing its around-the-clock alert, athe 
444th has been responsible for guiding numer- 
ous lost and stricken aircraft, both military and 
civilian, to a safe landing, in many cases just 
in time to avert disaster, through the use of 


ground and airborne radar.
